1) MINUTES: Approval of the minutes of the Board of Commissioners
meeting held on Tuesday, October 29, 2002.  (A copy of these minutes is

MOTION: Hudkins moved and Stevens seconded approval of the minutes of the
Board of Commissioners meeting dated October 29, 2002.  Campbell,
Hudkins, Heier, Workman and Stevens voted aye.  Motion carried.

2) SPECIAL PRESENTATIONS:

A. Induction of members into the Star City Super Star Hall of Fame -
Sandi Witkowicz and Sheila O’Connor, Lincoln-Lancaster Convention
and Visitors Bureau.  

Sandi Witkowicz, Lincoln-Lancaster Convention and Visitors Bureau, appeared
and stated that Steve Johnsen, Executive Director of the Nebraska Coaches
Association, was being inducted into the Star City Super Stars Hall of Fame. 
She explained that Johnsen was responsible for organizing the Multi-Sports
Clinic, with attendance exceeding 2,300 for the 2002 event.
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2) SPECIAL PRESENTATIONS CONTINUED:

Witkowicz introduced inductee, Michael Veak, Executive Director of the Nebraska
Music Educators Association (NMEA).  She explained that Veak has been
instrumental in bringing approximately 2,300 individuals to Lincoln annually for the
NMEA conference.  

The Clerk read a proclamation into the record.

A. Exchange of properties and execution of deeds for County properties
legally described as Lot 111, Irregular Tract located in the southwest
quarter of Section 35, Township 10 North, Range 6 East of the 6th

Prime Meridian, Lincoln, Lancaster County, Nebraska and 1309 “M”
Street, Original Plat, Block 90, Lots 4 through 6 in exchange of
properties owned by B & J Partnership, LTD., located at 902 “K”
Street and 400 South 9th Street.  (C-02-0545 and C-02-0546)

Ed Tricker, attorney representing R H Rogers Investment Co., appeared and
reiterated their objection to the proposed transaction.  

Diane Staab, Deputy County Attorney, recommended that the County Board deny
the exchange of properties and not execute the deeds.

MOTION: Hudkins moved and Stevens seconded to accept the recommendation
from the County Attorney’s office and deny the exchange of properties
and to not execute the deeds.  Stevens, Workman, Campbell, Hudkins
and Heier voted aye.  Motion carried.

7) NEW BUSINESS:

A. A grant contract with Capital Sports Foundation for an eight week
summer sports program for up to 12 youth identified as high risk in
the fifth and sixth grades.  The term of the agreement is from June 3,
2002 to August 31, 2002.  The County shall pay $8,500 for the
services.  (C-02-0548)

MOTION: Heier moved and Campbell seconded approval of a grant contract with
Capital Sports Foundation for an eight week summer sports program
for up to 12 youth identified as high risk in the fifth and sixth grades. 
The term of the agreement is from June 3, 2002 to August 31, 2002.

MOTION: Heier moved and Campbell seconded approval of an agreement for
legislative and lobbying services with Kissel/E & S Associates for
services related to representing Lancaster County before the Nebraska
Unicameral.  The term of the agreement is for two years from
November 1, 2002 to October 31, 2004.  The County shall pay $46,000
per year.

Hudkins stated he would support the motion, however, he voiced concern
regarding an increase in cost to the County. 

Campbell stated she conducted an evaluation of Gordon Kissel by surveying the
Lancaster County Senators.  She stated all but one of the senators urged the
County Board to retain his services.

Motion carried.

C. An agreement with Sericycle, Inc. for the removal and disposal of
biomedical waste at the Juvenile Detention Center.  The term of the
agreement is two years from the date of execution and the County
will pay $30 per month for services four times a year.

Staab recommended the contract be approved subject to amending language in
the indemnification clause stipulating that Segal Advisors will hold the County
harmless for any damages arising out of the consultant’s performance.

Kerry Eagan, Chief Administrative Officer, noted that approval should also be
subject to receipt of signed originals.

Both the maker of the motion and the seconder accepted the stipulations.

MOTION: Campbell moved and Stevens seconded approval of a program
agreement with the State of Nebraska, Department of Roads for
Project Number BR-3280(3), Sprague East, Lancaster County Bridge
Number T-109.  The agreement requires the County to earmark
$88,200 which is 20 percent of the estimated cost of the project.  The
Federal share shall be 80 percent of the estimated costs.  The State
has the responsibility of the construction of the project.  Workman,
Campbell, Hudkins, Stevens and Heier voted aye.  Motion carried.
